Large Shipment a Lux- 
uty Goods Leads to 
Audit ‘in New York, 
Tokyo Offices. 


MANILA, Sept. 16 (AP)—The 
Philippine Army today reported 
a shortage of more than $2,000,- 
000 in the funds of Army pro- 
curement missions in New York 


and Tokyo. 

Investigators said the short- 
age involved the smuggling of 
luxury goods. 

Defense Under Secretary Jose 
M. Crisol said last night the 
Army audit section reported 
$2,103,129 unaccounted for 
from $8,500,000 allotted to the 
United States and Japan agen- 
cies in 1953. Crisol said, $2,031,- 
798 was missing from the New 
York office and $71,330 from 
the Tokyo mission. 

Crisol said Army investiga- 
tors would be sent to New York 
and Tokyo this week. 

The reported fraud was un- 
covered during investigation of 
a large shipment of luxury goods 
from Japan involving high Phil- 
ippine Army and Navy officials. 
One Army colonel has been re- 
lieved of his post. 

The hbeaiont consisting of 
212 crates weighing 20 tons, was 
seized by Manila customs au- 
thorities on arrival here Sept. 
4 from Sasebo, Japan. 

The goods consigned to the 
Army post exchange and indi- 


erators, radios, toys, nylon wear, 
rayon textiles, iron sheet roofing, 
synthetic and cultured gr 
umbrellas, wall clocks and J 
anese silk fans. 

The shipment was investigat- 
ed on the suspicion that parts 
of the merchandise actually were 
intended for the private use of 
certain officers and civilians. It 
was alleged that the merchan-' 
dise was brought in as Army 
goods to avoid payment of cus- 
toms duties.

(AP)—Hershel. Long, 42 years 
old, who escaped from a state 
mental yesterday, was 
killed after Hé pushed a woman

The terrified woman, Mrs. A. 
D. Lynn, had been forced ‘to 
march through the house ahead 
of him and out the front door 
where officers were waiting with 
drawn guns. When she sensed 
a swift movement behind her 
she broke-away and Gene Smith, 
an off-duty policemen, emptied 
his pistol at Long, only one of 
the six shots missing the target. 

Long had screamed at the of- 
ficers, “Come and get me, I want 
to die, ” as he stepped out the 
door. 

He had. escaped by bolting 
from the line on his way from 
the ward to the barber shop. 
Long had been committed to the 
hospital twice. He terrorized the 
neighborhood by brandishing a 
22 rifle before he forced Mrs. 
Lynn into her house, telling her 
“IT need a car to get away.” 

Earlier he had entered the 
home of Mrs. Effie Callihan, tell- 
ing her, “I. won't hurt you. I 
just can't go back to that lie- 
place.” 

“Thanks, fellows, that’s good 
enough,” Long said as he sank 
to the ground wounded. He died 
in a few minutes.

CALLANAN BAIL 
PLEA IS DENIED 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16 — A 
request that Lawrence Callanan, 
convicted St. Louis labor racke- 
teer, be released on bail pending 
determination of his appeal was 
denied today by Associate Jus- 
tice Tom C. Clark of the United 
States Supreme Court. 

In denying bail, Justice Clark 
rejected an argument of Calla- 
nan’s attorney, former Assistant 
Attorney General Thurman Ar- 
nold, that United States District 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen had gone 
beyond his proper function in a 
two-hour-and-15-minute charge 
to the jury which convicted Cal- 
lanan June 25. 

Arnold asserted the charge 
was a “straight argument” for 
the prosecution in that Judge 
Hulen had no right to include 
in it a statement “that the de- 
fense consisted of seund and 
fury, and created more confu- 
sion than enlightenment.” 

Justice Clark said excerpts 
presented by the defense in-an 
effort to show that Judge Hulen 
was unfair seemed fair to him. 
He recalled that once when he 
was trying a case as an attorney 
the judge turned to the jury at 
the conclusion of his remarks 
and said, “You can take the cot- 
ton out of your ears now, Mr. 
Clark is through.” 

Such comments are not un- 
heard of, he said. 

Justice Clark also disagreed | 
with Arnold’s argument that 
the Government had presented 
evidence of bribery and not ex- 
tortion at the trial. Callanan 
was found guilty of violating the 
Federal’ Anti-Racketeering Act 
which does not cover b - 

Following Justice Clark's re- 
fusal of bail, Arnold immedi- 
ately transferred his request for 
bail to Associate Justice Hugo 
L. Black, who has overruled 
Justice Clark in other instances.

S.J. (right), seismologist for the expe- 


after being rescued from an 


Arctic Expedition Back Home, 


Says It Reached Magnetic Pole 


Amateur Mariners Claim to Have Records 


to Prove They Are First to Have 
Achieved Goal. 


BOSTON, Sept. 16 (AP)—The 
schooner Monte Carlo came into 
Bosten today bringing a crew 
of 10 amatevfr mariners who said 
they may have been the first to 
reach the magnetic North Pole. 

The vessel was escorted up the 
harbor by two fireboats shoot- 
ing plumes of water. A small 
group of welcomers, including a 
number of priests, clustered on 
the wharf. 

The Rev. Daniel Linehan, 
S.J., director of the Boston Col- 
lege seismograph station at Wes- 
ton, says he and the other mem- 
bers of the group compiled 
records to prove the expedition 
reached the magnetic pole about 
1100 miles south of the true 


e. 
He said in a radio-telephone 
talk before docking here that ‘I 
would not say we pinpointed the 
pole. We didn’t. But we may 
have been the first to come so 
close in making magnetic meas- 
urements, The pole may cover 
an area of 200 square miles and 
we worked near the edge.” 

~The two-month expedition was 
financed by Wilbur E. Dow of 
Short Hills, ‘N. J., a New York 
admiralty lawyer who also skip- 
pered the 78-foot Monte Carlo. 

The vessel got into trouble 
only once on the long voyage.

UR QUEST for peace took us last week to Manila. There | 


eight nations met to create 


unity for security and peace in 


Southeast Asia and the southwestern Pacific. 


“This unity was something that 
the United States had .long 
sought. Four years ago I ne 
gotiated security treaties with 
Australia and New Zealand and 
with the Philippines. But we 
all knew that that was not 
enough; so these treaties called 
for “the development of a more 
comprehensive system of region- 
al security in. the Pacific area,” 
President Eisenhower, . in his 
peace address of April:16, 1953, 
called for “united Action” to 
meet the ‘threat af aggression 
in Southeast Asia. Last March, 
I repeated that appeal. 

The President and I had 
hoped that unity could be forged 
in time to strengthen the nego- 
tiating position of the free na- 
tions during the Indochina phase 
of the Geneva conference. How- 
ever, this proved impracticable. 

Negotiated as Equals. 

The Geneva outcome did; how- 
ever, confirm the need for unity. 
So, last week, Australia, France, 
New Zealand, Pakistan, the 
Philippines, Thailand, the Unit- 
ed K gdom and the United 
States met together. We nego- 
tiated as full and equal partners;

The treaty provideg that if}, 
any party believes ‘that’ the! 


integrity of the treaty area is 
menaced by other than armed} 
attack, the parties shall consult 
immediately to agree on meas- 
ures which should be taken for 
the common defense. . These 
measures will, of course, ‘never 
involve intervention in the 
purely internal affairs of anoth- 
er state, . 

U. S. in Special Position. 

The United States was in a 
special position at Manila, be- 
cause it was the only one of 
the signatories which did not 
have territorial interests in the 
treaty area. For the others, the 
pact was not only an anti-Com- 
munist poet pot also a. regional 
pact. Th it dealt with any 
and all acts of aggression which 
might disturb the peace of the 
area. We stipulated on behalf 
of the United States, however, 
that the only armed attack in 
that area which we would re- 
gard as necessarily dangerous to 
our peace and security would be 
a Communist.armed attack.

Spring Primary Date. This change would give 
Missouri a more suitable month than August 
for conducting the serious business of nominat- 
ing candidates for effice. The present date favors 
machine choices as it comes when public interest 
in political affairs is at lowest ebb. 

Blanket Primary Ballet. This change would 
increase voter participation in the primary. 
Many citizens refuse to declare themselves either 
Republican or Democratic and so do not go to 
the polls on primary day. They leave the respon- 
sibility of nominating candidates to others. The 
blanket ballot, such as some other states have, 
prints all party columns on the same ballot and 
allows the voter to choose his party in the pri- 
vacy of the voting booth. 
Presidential Preference Primary. This change 
would enable Missouri to take part in the pre- 
convention trial heats run by the presidential 
candidates. Missouri now stands on the side- 
lines while Illinois, Ohio, Wisconsin, Maryland, 
New Hampshire, Oregon and many other states 
vote on listed aspirants. 

Statewide Voter Signature Verification. This 
change, along with the proposal to increase the 
use of voting machines, would bulwark the pro- 
tection for honest elections. There is every 
reason why a voter should be identified beyond 
any doubt. There are alsé sound reasons for ex- 
tending the use of voting machines which can- 


- not be tampered with as paper ballots too 


often are. 

Every one of these proposals is meritorious 
and the best interests of Missouri will be served 
at the Legislature by having the two parties join 
hands to.put the necessary bifils through. 

The Democratic platform has a fair score 
against the Republicans nationally in its denun- 
ciation of the “giveaway programs.” The offshore 
oil legislation, one of the first measures put 
through by the G.O.P. on its return to power in 
Washington, took oi] resources that belonged to 
162,000,000 people and turned them over fo 
California, Texas, Louisiana and Florida pri- 
marily.

Because of our Government's intense dedica- 
tion to the European army plan, under both the 
Truman and Eisenhower Administrations, EDC 


came to seem more an American than a Eure 


pean enterprise-—-even though it was actually 
invented in France itself. Unjustified this may 
have been, but it was probably one factor In the 
defeat. Some Europeans felt that EDC was be- 
ing thrust upon them from outside, and they 
resisted. 

EDC may be dead, but the ends which it was 
meant to serve—the unification of Europe, the 
identification of West Germany with the Atlan- 
tic alliance, a controlled and safeguarded Ger- 
man rearmament as a contribution te Western 
Europe's defense — are very much alive. The 
search for new means to serve these ends is in 
our interest. But leadership in the search should 
be assumed by Europeans. Our function should 
be to lend strong moral and material support 
to that form of collective security which the 
European powers primarily concerned can 
agree on. ; 

For such an agreement, the participation of 
both France and Germany is absolutely essen- 
tial. The idea that we could ditch the French 
and base a European defense on Germany alone 
is fantastic. British leadership which seeks to 
reconcile France and Britain in some form of 
modified NATO should therefore be welcomed. 
So also should any British commitment which 
helped to allay Prench fears of Germany. 

But above all, Europe's security plan must 
represent the common thinking -of Western 
Europe, including Britain. Mr. Dulles’s mission 
should be to encourage the development of that 
common thinking, but not to impose our own 
ideas upon it.

Thirty precinct election officials have been 
dismissed and six others transferred in the 
Election Board's continuing inquiry into irregu- 
larities in the conduct of the Aug. 3 primary. 

Standing alone, that is an extremely disturb- 
ing total. But to consider it in its proper perspec- 
tive the concerned citizen must realize that those 
36 polling officials represent fewer than one 
per cent of the number who were on duty on pri- 
mary day. A total of 4710 St. Louisans staffed 
the city’s 785 precincts, and the vast majority 
of them did a first-class job under trying con- 
ditions. 

Questions have been raised principally by re- 
sults reported from three precincts of the -Sev- 
enth Ward, where State Senator James M. 
Webbe, the ward boss, chalked up a combined 
total of 685 votes to none at all for his oppo- 
nent in the Democratic primary. Other machine- 
backed Democrats benefited by similar hand- 
some majorities in the three precincts. 

The Circuit Court grand jury is making its 
own investigation of what happened in those 
precincts.

120,000 teachers and 370,000 
classrooms, Commissioner of 
Education "Samuel M. Brownell 
said yesterday.

How will this be done? Well, 
the clock to be used in the ex- 
periment will be stopped at the 
end of each play. Time will be 
out until the referee spots the 
ball and gives the signal “ready 
for play.” All substitutions must 
be made during this time out of 
approximately four seconds. 

After “ready for play” signal 
is given, the team has 25 sec- 
onds (which is the rule) to put 
the ball into play. Le Fort says 
this method will eliminate stall- 
ing and plays will be increased, 
thereby pepping up spectator in- 
terest. Also that the game will 
be given back to the players bée- 
cause of the limited substitution, 
due to the brief period in which 
a coach is allowed to send in a 


‘player. 


Just to be on the safe side in 
the experiment, another clock 
will be used under the old sys- 
tem. After the game coaches 
and officials have been invited 
to a “critique” during which Le 
Fort and his collaborator, Gil 
Fischbach, will note the com- 
ments.

After the P.O.W.s had waged 
a long, stalling campaign to sab- 
otage the program, Fleming tes- 
tified, Col. Kim Dong Suk, the 
North Korean officer in charge 
of the camp, started the soften- 
ing-up process. As part of his 
tactics he moved the P.O.W.s 


which the witness said had a 
demoralizing effect on the men. 


Moved Seven Times. 


Fleming said the camp was 
moved at leest seven times in 
the campaign to force the prison- 
ers into the propaganda pro- 
gram. 

Orders to move to another site 
usually were given after the half- 
starved prisoners, many of them 
critically ili, had completed the 
laborious task of establishing a 
camp and digging air raid shel- 
ters, Fleming said. 

One of these moves took the 
P.O.W.s to a spot within sight 
of “The Caves,” which Fleming 
and other witnesses have de- 
| scribed as a “death camp” where | 
|many Americans perished from 
| bad treatment. 
| Fleming told the 11-man court 
he believes Kim had the prison-

4. Fleming’s own physical con- 
dition, which he said was very 
bad at that time. 

The witness testified he felt 
that some of the critically ill 
prisoners would die unless they 
'got more and better food and 
| adequate medical attention. 
Tells of Threats. 


He testified about other 
) threats by Kim to force him to 
co-cperate, including a 150 to 
200-mile barefoot march in snow 
to another P.O.W. camp. Twice, 
Fleming said, Kim threatened to 
shoot him for his unco-operative 
attitude. 

Fleming’s body shook with 
sobs as he recalled the plight 
of American prisoners in “The 
Caves.” He said Kim invited him 
there while the. Red leader was 
working on Fleming to co-oper- 
ate in the propaganda broad- 
casts. 

He said there were 14 Amer- 
icans imprisoned in the small, 
filthy cave when he accompanied 
Kim to the “death camp.” 
Wounded or sick, they were in 
“a terrible plight,” the witness 
said, with no sanitary facilities, 
little or no food and only a 
‘Slimy, rain-filled pool 
which to get drinking water.

Europe as in the United States, 
‘'Lawrence R. Hafstad of the. 
Atomic Energy Comission said 
today. | 

He addressed’ the Congress 
of Industrial Chemistry in Brus- 
sels, Belgium, The AEC released 
atext here. . 

Hafstad, director of the AEC’s 
division of reactor development, 
said European scientists have 
two big advantages over Ameri- 
can scientists. 


First, coat and Ofl cost so 
much more in Europe, he said, 
that atomic electricity can com- 
pete with them at a generating 
cost of 14 mills. In the United 
States, nuclear power costs must 
be brought down to about seven 
mills to be competitive. 


Research Is Cheaper. 

Second, research and develop- 
ment costs only half ag mush in 
Europe es in the United States. 
Hafstad said he had learned as 
@ research scientist competing 
with Europeans, particularly the 
British, “to accept the fact that 
dollar for dollar on any given 
development they were at least 
twice as good as we.” 

Putting the fwo advantages 
together, Hafstad obtained “a 
ratio of one to four as the real 
cost advantage Europe has over 
us across the ocean. 

Hafstad estimated the cost of 
developing competitive nuclear 
power at “several hundred mil- 
lion dollars” in the United 
States, compared to $50,000,000 
to $75,000,000 in Europe. 

. He urged European scientists 
not to try to copy American 
reactor d 

“American genius lies in mass 
production,” he said. “We re- 
duce costs by sheer quantity 
and speed of production—not by 
ingenuity and economy of de- 
sign. Herein lies our disadvan- 
tage and your opportunity, be- 
cause in reactor development 
the crying need is for inge- 
nuity.” 


Fuel Element the Problem. 

The fuel element now seems 
to be the major technical prob- 
no’ in reactor design, Hafstad 


“We: need a: fuel element 
which. will staid Righ tempera- 
ture, have long life—that is, per- 
mit high burn-up—and be cheap 
and easy to fabricate and re- 
process,” he said. ‘No fuel ele- 
ment we have yet been able to 
devise is: adequate in all these 
respects.” 

He pointed out that those par- 
ticular problems are avoided in 
the homogeneous reactor, in 
which uranium or other fuel is 
circulated in a water solution 
instead of being kept in solid 
metal slugs. But this method 
raises another problem — corro- 
sion caused by the hot, radioac- 
tive solutions—he said. 

Another major difficulty, he 
said, is the safety problem, in‘ 
cluding high insurance costs and 
public liability. 

Safety Requires Co-operation. 

“It seems to me that the fuel 


'element problem can be solved 


best by vigorous trade-secret 
type of competition,” he said. 
“On the other hand, I think that 
the safety problem should even- 
tually call for international ex- 
change of information.” 

In this and other areas where 
exchange of information appears 
advisable, he said, co-operation 
must be complete and there 
must be no “free riders,” who re- 
ceive but do not contribute, He 
conclud ded: 

“Until a mechanism for such 
co-operation can he achieved, it 
will be necessary to operate 
within the rules of a somewhat 
improvised security policy which 
in the past has sometimes oscil- 
lated in an unpredictable man- 
wer between excessive security
